Now we know why the rock climbers climb; 
we have seen some of the spectacular 
places where they climb; wé have been 
given a slight insight as to how they 
climb; and we have very strong suspie . 
cions as to the fundamental nature of . 
the people who do the climbing, 

Where did we gain such a background? 
At the rock climbers program at 
Whittier School in Berkeley last iJednes- 
dey night, sponsored by the Educational 
Committee. a 

Robin Hansen sparked the show with his 
easual pointed ‘introductions and pene. 
trating sidelights. He painted the back. 
ground out of which has emerged the 
present Rock Climbing Section of the 
Sierra Club. He mentioned the climbers! 
more notable achievements, including 
among others the ascents of Yosemite 
Cathedral Spires and the 1947 climb of 
the Lost Arrow by John Salathe and Ax 
Nelson--up 3000 nearevertical feet from 
the floor of Yosemite Valley, 

Where they climbed was well illustrated 
with color slides of the Bugaboos and 
Ifinarets by Jim Wilson, also by breath. 
taking topsof.theeworld views of the 
Selkirks and Ht. vawson by Joe Firey, 
These alone were enough to srouse the 
spirit of the uninitiated and kindle a’ 
Gesire to fo end do likewise, However, 
not satisfied with just warming us up 
to this rock climbing game, Al Steck 
threw more wood on the fire by showing 
us the high spots of the Swiss Alps and 
the grandeur of the Old World's famed 
peaks such as the Matterhorn and ilont 
Blanc, Beautiful were his views of the 
ice end snow fields on Mont Blanc as well 
as the charming little valleys of Switzer. 
lend. ‘Ye understood that Al squeezed in 
a little mountaineering while studying 
in Europe, but upon hearing him mention 
so many trips afield, we wonder if he 
didn't have a rough time squeezing in 
some formal education. 

How the climbers gain the summits of 
lofty spires was seen in a short motion 
picture of the ascent of Cathedral Peak 
in Yosemite's Tuolume ileadows region. 
We saw what they do with the "hardware" 
and ropes which distinguish their set, 
We had some entertaining action views 
from below and astern as the shapely 
forms gracefully edged their way onward 
and upward,

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Marin's Varied Vegetation © 
On December almos persons took 
precious time from the Christmas rush ta 
hear Tom Howell discuss the Marin flora. 
We were disappointed to learn that his. 
book, "Marin Flora", will not be off the. 
press for a few more days, . 

Did you know that one=quarter of. the 
flora of. California may be observed .in 
Marin County? Another striking fact is 
that in ten years of collecting in the 
Sierra Nevada’ Tom found only 3.families . 
which are not present in Marin County, : .- 
Some 300 ‘species of introduced weeds grow 
in the County. Of the 1000 native plants, 
300 have a restricted distribution, 136 
of them being restricted to the Tamal- 
pais area, 60 to the Point Reyes. peninsu- 
la, 31 to the Sonoma County border area, 
and 9 to the Southern border comprising 
Tiburon, Angel Island, and the Sausalito 
hills. These areas are differentiated 
from each other geologically. 

Unlike the flora.of the inner Coast 
Ranges, which is largely derived from 
the south, the flora of Marin County is 


primarily of northern origin; 96 species 
from the north reach Marin County, but 


no.farther. Only 33 southern species 
find their northern terminus,gex Marin . 
County. ‘The plant migration +6ok place 
before the existence of the Golden Gate, 
The Golden Gate, which. has. come into ex- 
istence almost within the memory of man, 
has exerted no decisive influence on 
plant distribution, 

The Mt. Tamalpais area is richer in 
species than Mt. Diablo or Mt. Hamilton, 
but it is not as rich as certain areas 
outside of the state. Tom showed us 
herbarium specimens of 17 species which 
are endemic to Marin County, (that is, 
restricted to Marin County). He then 
concluded his entertainingly presented 
talk with a showing of photochromes from 
the NSS,collection depicting different 
types: of vegetation and. topography in 
Marin Ceaunty, ;

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ae. GLEANINGS OF A CLIMBER 


Safety in the Mountains--The September, 
I9U9 issue of the American Alpine Club 
Journal contains a report of the safety 
committee of the American Alpine Club, 
enumerating the mountain accidents oc- 
curring in the United States during 
198 and discussing the causes and pre- 
ventative measures.. 

Analysis of the accidents shows that the 
great majority involve climbers with 
little or no experience, who ventured 
onto difficult terrain without recog-= 
nizing fundamental dangers. Of 28 climb- 
ing accidents for which data is avail- 
able, 20 were due to this ignorance. 
These statistics point up a need to edu- 
cate those who wish to venture intc the 
mountains sq that they may be able to 
recognize potential danger, and will 
have enough knowledge of climbing tech- 
niques to avert or bypass the danger, 

Of the vuther eight accidents, only one 
might be classed as due to "an act of 
Godt (within the limits of accepted 
mountaineering risk).* ‘the nther seven 
resulted from carelessness or errors of 
judgment on the part of more or less ex- 
perienced climbers, These might have 
been averted if the responsible persons 
had been a bit more alert or had used 
better judgment. But rather than lay 
any blame, I think it better to quote 
the concluding paragraph of the article. 

"There are few of us, surely, who can 
not look back to errors and mistakes in 
judgment similar to those reported here, 
That ours did not develop into accidents 
should make us not more critical of 
those who have suffered, but more criti- 
cal of ourselves and of our own climbing. 
There are few of us indeed who can af- 
ford not to learn from others! mishaps."
